PITTSBURGH, PA., February 6.—There

The day to blow 
the d—d English institutions was fixed 
for January 20th. Twenty men were 
designated to the work, several disguise* 
as women. Our plans were frustrated by 
a most singular accident. On* of out 
female companions, In jumping Irom tho 
vehicle, fell to the ground, causing toe 
veil to come off and the skirts to tilt up 
disclosing both masculine features nnc 
pantaloons. Greatly alarmed wo hastily 
withdrew and Informed the other parties 
of the occurrence, and also that the po 
lice were on the alert. It was decldec 
that as wo wore under police surveillance 
it would be Impolitic to attempt the worl 
ourselves, and we wore ordered home 
and on the 22d of January we sailed Iron 
Liverpool.

At the same time it 
has been conducted under cover of law. 
It Is evident that the amount stolen will 
not lall far shprt of $2,000,000. tt la not

figures readily establishes the fact that a 
deficit of that magnitude exists. A study 
o( the books shows that in the Depart- 
ment of Criminal Prosecution tne steal 
has reached at least a million in fifteen 
years.

ihoemalter'B Report on the Fair 


Matter—At Sea on the 


Paving Question. 


At the tidjourned meeting of the city 
ouncil held last night all the members 
wore present and "responded to the roll 


all, excepting Lake and Alexander. 
The official bond of J. B. Nooe as spe- 
ial poolioeman, with W. B. Robinson 
'eter Perl and George Hnnsley as sure- 
iee, came np for action, and after some 
onsiderable talk over the petition for 
Nooe's appointment, the whole matter, on 
motion of Aid. Roberts, WHS referred to 
he mayor, 
The iinanco committee reported favor- 


ably upon the claim of W. L. Oakes of 
1197 on account ot repairs of the boilers 
at the water works: and al-o on the claim 
>f H. Mneller & Son of 888 00 for other 
epaire. The report of the committee was 
upprovcd and claims allowed. 


Aid. Shoemaker, chairman of thb epe- 


ital committee appointed nt the last rogu- 
ar meeting to consider the ways and 
means by which the city council could 
.id in securing the location of the state 
uir at Decatnr, made n verbal report, in 
vhioh he stated that the committee had 
lonsidored the matter and that they were 
all anxious ftnd desirous to secure the 
-ri/e, but -that in view of the facts that in 
case ot the fair being located at Decatnr 
ho council would be called on to expend 
considerable money in fixing up the city, 
and in view of the financial condition of 
he city and tbe questionable legality of 
a direct appropriation of money out of 
he oity treasury in aid of the enterprise, 
the committee had thought best to refer 
,he matter back to the council. On mo- 
iion of Aid. Roberts the matter was left 
a the hands oC the committee, and it was 
given farther time. 


Tho Citizens' Street Railway ordinance 


wan then taken up and pnt on its passage 
and after considerable discussion over 
various features of the ordinance it was 
flniilly adopted substantially an prepared 
and reported by the public improvement 
committee. 


On motion of Aid. Shoemaker the nnuii- 


oil adjourned. 


COMMITTEE O1T THF. WHOfcB. 


At the request of Mayor Chambers the 


aldermen after adjournment met in com- 
mittee of the whole and discussed at 
gre»t lonsth the beat methods of arrang 
ing for the street paving improvement 
The mayor favors the special taxation 
plan and would do nway with the special 
assoBsment method. If the taxation plan 
is ndoptod the council will have control 
of the matter by passing an ordinance, 
but the other way the county court com- 
missioners make the assessments of al- 
lejjed benefits of an improvement, as was 
done in the case o£ the old square. The 
matter will doubtless be more fully ex- 
plained and discussed at B meeting of tl e 
council, when the alderman shall have 
agreed nmong themselves as to what

momU and precious stones, and costly 
ornamrnti, und wares of gold and sil- 
ver, reaped a harvest. Millions were 
spent. 


"Not only did large establishments 


offering these gems and luxuries pros- 
per hero, but Eastern dealers sent out 
largo consignments to be sold here. 
The Kastern dealers continue to do so 
now. 
The sales in this city were enor- 


mous and there was another extremely 
large influx of goods 
which were 


brought here by old settlers and min- 
ing magnates who had gone East to 
visit their homes again after making 
their fortunes. When the large major- 
ity found that the untrustworthy stocks 
had swallowed up their money with 
tho same startling speed that it had 
bi'en amassed, the gems, etc., in their 
possession wont for the most part to 
the pawnbrokers.

In Hash 
times they accumulated the property in 
the way of presents from their friends 
or individual purohas.es, and now when 
hard times have come upon them the 
treasure relic* of bygone prosperity 
must go to pny for the necessities' 
of 
life, and to secure money with 


which to tide over temporary penury. 
It would surprise any one to hear Ine 
names of our local men who have been 
reduced to this method of raising 
funds, and the array of gems brought 
together would be a further revelation. 


"The men in question shrink from 


going to a pawnbroker. They seek out 
a friend and ask him to lend some 
money on the goods. 
The friend 


knows that the man is not telling a 
falsehood, and, after viewing the orig- 
inal invoice for the jeweK he advances 
with a good will two thousand dollars 
pn a throe thousand dollar set oi 
(diamonds at a fair rate of interest. 
.Finally the man to whom the money 
hu been loaned goes to his friend in 
perfectly good faith and says that times 
are not much better, that oven the in- 
terest is burdensome—and the jowoiry 
must be sold. Then tho mistake of the 
whole transaction is brought to light. 
The price obtainable for the jewels is 
much smaller than the money loaned. 
A few examples of these cases are: 
One lot of silverware, consisting of 
wedding presents and various pur- 
chases, costing iu all more than two 
thousand dollars, was sold for five 
hundred dollars. 
Come in here and 


look at these sets and f.ee what you 
think of them. Here is a pair of dia- 
mond enr-rings and a brooch that cost 
Iwo thousand dollars, t can not sell 
them for four hundred dollars. Here 
is a seven hundred dollar set of

lass of goods are not usually objects 
f suspicion. However, you will no- 
ice a strange thing when you go to a 
ewcler to have an expert place a value 
>n a set of diamonds upon which you 
wish to make a loan. He will tell you 
hat he would not sell the set for a cer- 
ain amount he names; but upon thein- 
tances above enumerated it is evident 
hat he would not give you half aa 
much if you w»re to oft'er the set to 
lim. 


'This expert valuation is an inscruta- 


>le system 
I suppose there have been 


everal instances where the amount ol 
money loaned on a set of diamonds 
vas based upon an expert's valuation, 
which, as I have said, proved to be a 
considerably larger sum than could be 
realized at" a forced sale. 
A lady in 


STew York is the possessor of jewels 
bought at Tiffany's for eighty-four 
thousand dollars, and she concluded to 
sell them, because thev were so much 
trouble to her. Tirfany would not 
take them back and pay more than 
thirty thousand dollars. I carry a 
sjood watch, and have for a long timo 
jeeu living in the happy belief that by 
means of it I could get home at any 
tirno I happened to be caught put of 
town, but I am every day growing to 
consider ray heretofore happy belief a 
delusion ami a snare.

THE COMMON SKUNK. 


An Interesting- Description of tli» Habitat 


and Habit* of the Mephitis Mcphltica- 
An Odorous Topic. 
The common sknnk (Mtphtlis mepM' 


tica) is found from Mexico to the Arctio 
regions, and is everywhere too well 
known to need description; its black 
and white color, peculiar habits, and 
especially its power of emitting an in- 
tensely fetid odor at will, at once dis- 
tinguish it. The skunk has thirty-four 
highly developed carnivorous teeth. 
This species is in more ways than ono 
the enemy of the farmer; it has a very 
decided penchant for eggs, and in some 
localities is » frequent invader of tho 
chicken house. Its appetite for poultry 
is also excellent, but its slow and clumsy- 
motions make it but an indifferent 
.poacher in this direction. It kills large 
inumbers of the common rabbit, and cle- 
'stroys a great number of prairie hens 
and ruffled grouse by eating the eggs 
of these birds. In hard times th« skunk 
is glad to content itself with insects, 
froTg and mice. This is a very prolific 
species, there being from five to nine 
young in each litter; they are born in 
the early spring, in a rude nest built at 
the inner extremity of the shallow bur- 
row dug by this animal. These bur- 
TOWS are much more easily dug out 
than those of the fox, being seldom 
more than two feet under ground, or 
more than nine feet in extreme length, 
and having generally but a single en- 
trance. At the end of the gallery is a 
largo excavation, and here in a large 
nest of leaves, from six to adozen in- 
dividuals of this species may be found 
lying in the winter time. Although the 
skunk does not strictly hibernate, it 
seldom leaves its burrow during the 
winter season, and is at this time dull 
iand inactive, but by no means asleep. 
•The intolerable odor for which this 
animal is so justly notorious, is not, ab 
'is sometimes supposed, derived from 
the secretion of the kidneys, but is the 
product 
of two large glands situ- 


ated 
in 
its 
rear, 
and 
opening 


.outwardly by two small ducts. 
The 


•fetid scent 5s contained in a slightly 
yellowish, transparent fluid, said to bo 
phosphorescent in the dark, which is 
secreted by these glands. 
This fluid 


the animal can, by means of a strong 
muscle round the gland, squirt to tho 
distance of ten or more feet, and its 
•aim is painfully accurate, the noisome 
fluid almost invariably saluting an 
enemy in the face and eyes. Men have 
been known tr> be made almost blind by 
such an encounter, the irritating fluid 
producing a most violent ophthalmia. 
Dogs also are at times made violently 
all, and have their eyes severely inflamed 
as the result of their attacking a skunk. 
This nauseous fluid has been used to 
feome slight extent in medicine, one 
drop doses three times a day having 
'been given With marked benefit in cases 
of asthma, and a tincture of it bottled 
haa been used as a sort of smelling 
spirits, it being applied to the nose 
when an attack of asthma was threat- 
ened. However, the general verdict of 
the patients has been that the cure was 
worse than the disease. 


The skunk 
has 
many enemies. 


Wolves, foxes, the wildcat and the 
panther all prey upon it, and several 
kinds of large night owl capture and 
eat it whenever opportunity offers; aa 
it is a strictly nocturnal animal, i» 
probably but seldom falls a victim to 
any species of hawk. Several tribes ot 
Indians eat the skunk and pronounce it 
equal to opossum, and much superior 
to the flesh of the raccoon. Doubtless 
such is the case, as tbe animal is usually 
very fat. This ill-smelling weasel is a 
slow, clumsy and stupid animal, and is 
easly captured in any sort of trap. It 
is perfectly possible to kill the animal 
without its being in the least tainted 
by itu peculiar fluid. If shot behind 
the shoulder with a good charge ot 
heavy shot, and so killed instantly, 
little or no odor is appreciable, and if 
caught in a heavy dead fall, and so at 
once crushed to death, one's nostrils 
are not at all outraged, and it is a more 
pleasant animal to skin than a recently 
killed mink. The skunk has frequently 
been tamed—its odoriferous glands be- 
jng destroyed by an operation—and 
makes a gentle and playful pet, becom- 
ing revy fond of those who feed and 
careis it.—Balph W. Sttss, in Country 
Gentleman.
